Nationwide water study 
ordered after cancer find 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - The Environmental 


Protection Agency ordered a nationwide study of 
drinking water supplies Friday after reporting that 
the water New Orleans residents drink contains 
traces of organic chemicals that may cause cancer. 


The New' Orleans study showed the presence of 


minute quantities of 66 organic chemicals in that 
city's drinking water, some of which may be 
hazardous to health, the EPA said. 


Russell E. Train, the EPA administrator, said in 


Washington that the nationwide survey will "tell us 
how widespread and serious" the problem of 
chemical pollutants in water supplies is. 


Train said the study would also determine if the 


suspect chemicals are having any discernible effect 
on public health. 


In New Orleans, Gorden G. Robeck of Cincinnati, 


director of EPA's Water Supply Research 
Laboratory, said, "there is no gross evidence to 
show there is an acute problem." 
• Another report, issued Thursday by a private 
environmentalists' organization, said the drinking 
water might be responsible for the city's high rate 
of cancer deaths. 


"I don't categorically reject the report," Robeck 


said. 


Just last week, the EPA announced that studies 


of drinking water in New Orleans and Cincinnati 
raised the possibility that chlorine, added to water 
to kill bacteria, may combine with some pollutants 
to form carcinogens — compounds that may cause 
cancer. It said it was launching a nationwide study 
of the problem. 


New Orleans' drinking water is drawn from the 


Mississippi River, which ha*, hundreds of industrial 
plants along its banks and has been called the 
world's longest sewer by environmentalists. 


The latest EPA laboratory tests turned up small 


quantities of 66 organic chemicals in the city's 
water supply. 


Robeck said federal standards control the 


bacterial content of drinking water, but "as far as 
chemicals are concerned we make recommenda- 
tions but it is up to the state to do something about 
it," 


He was careful to emphasize that the long-awaited 


EPA report drew no conclusions. He said it will take 
further scientific study to determine whether the 
chemicals, in such minute traces, damage human 
beings. 


In Washington, EPA Administrator Russell E. 


Train announced that he has ordered an immediate 
nationwide study to "determine the concentration 
and potential effects of certain organic chemicals in 
drinking water." 


"What we learn from this national reconnais- 


sance survey will tell us how widespread and 
serious the situation is that we found in a study of 
the New Orleans drinking water supply," Train 
said. 


The quantity of chemicals found ranged from 


barely detectable to a high of 133 parts per billion 
of chloroform. 


Robeck said no doubt many of the chemicals have 


been present in the city's water supply for many 
years but were not detected. 


T.H. Brehm Jr., executive director of the city 


Water Board, said it would take at least $20 million 
to build a new filtering system designed to remove 
the chemicals from the 125 million gallons the city 
uses each day. Even then it might not work, he said, 
and further studies might prove it was unnecessary 
in the first place.

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Merger of 
Rock Island 
rail okayed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Interstate 


Commerce Commission on Friday au- 
thorized the Union Pacific Railroad to 
acquire the financially ailing Rock Is- 
land line through merger but ordered 
certain restrictions on the acquisition. 


The ruling will affect practically ev- 


ery major railroad in every state west of 
the Mississippi, the ICC said. It is ex- 
pected to have far-reaching 
conse- 


quences in the future makeup of the na- 
tional rail system. 


Whether the merger goes through, 


however, will depend on whether the 
various railroads involved in the deci- 
sion are willing to accept the ICC's con- 
ditions. 


The order was the culmination of 11 


years of hearings and deliberations on 
the controversial merger. The ICC said 
the proceeding was one of the most com- 
plex railroad merger cases it has faced 
in its 87 years. 


The Rock Island, known formally as 


the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
Railroad Co., operates nearly 8,000 
miles of track in 14 states. It has been 
financially ailing for years and an ICC 
law judge found in 1971 that the huge 
railroad was near bankruptcy. 


The case decided Friday began in 1963 


when the Chicago and North Western 
Railroad asked the ICC to let it purchase 
controlling interest in the Rock Island. 
That request was countered one year 
later by the Union Pacific, which asked 
the ICC to approve a merger between 
the Union Pacific and the Rock Island. 
The Union Pacific also proposed selling 
off all Rock Island track south and 
southwest of Kansas City to the South- 
ern Pacific. 


Union Pacific requested the merger in 


order to extend its operating area east- 
ward to the rich trade areas of Chicago 
and St. Louis. The Union Pacific cur- 
rently operates between the West Coast 
and Omaha, Neb., and Council Bluffs, 
Iowa. 


Announcement of the commission's 


decision on the merger application 
came in a news release. The commission 
said its actual order, detailing all re- 
quirements and conditions of the 
merger, would not be available for sev- 
eral weeks. 


The commission said Union Pacific 


could acquire Rock Island if it agreed to 
sell certain Rock Island properties to 
three other railroads. 


The ICC said the Union Pacific must 


offer for sale to the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad the Rock Island 
line between Amarillo, Tex., and Mem- 
phis, Tenn. 


No all-out war. Dayan

MILWAUKEE - A soldier who 


has led his young nation into many 
battles said here Friday that he 
doubts there will be an all-out 
Mideast war and that, while peace is 
not looming on the horizon, there 
are some hopeful signs. 


Gen. Moshe Dayan, former Israeli 


defense minister, told some 6,000 
teachers during the closing' session 
of the Wisconsin Education Associ- 
ation Council convention that the 
United States, in their dealings with 
the Arabs and the Russians, will 
largely determine Israel's future. 


Israel is worried that Russia, 


which Dayan saw as "very strong in 
the Mideast," might take an active 
role on behalf of the Arab nations if 
war breaks out. 


"The question is," Dayan said, 


"even though you don't want to get 
involved in any war. . . will you, 
the only country that can do it, chal- 
lenge Russia?" 


Three million Israelis can take 


care of themselves against 55 mil- 
lion Arabs, if need be, Dayan said, 
but Israel is counting on the United 
States for help against any Russian 


; 


"nilitary involvement. 


Dayan said he asked that not only 
or his nation's sake. "I don't know 


what the world would look like if 
Russia finds out someday that no 
matter what they do in other coun- 
tries, no one else cares,'' he warned. 


The little soldier-statesman was 


flanked by his own bodyguards and 
surrounded by policemen as he 
spoke at the Milwaukee Arena. 


He hoped that the United States 


will continue to supply Israel with 
arms, but he emphasized the nation 
does not want nuclear weapons. A 
nuclear war would be disastrous, he 
remarked. 


Dayan also hoped that the United 


States would not sell out Israel for 
cheaper Arab oil. 


"Whenyou talk to the Arabs about 


oil and the prices of oil," Dayan 
said, "they talk to you about Israel. 
When you want to become more 
friendly with them, they tell you 
'how about squeezing Israel.'" 


The Arabs want through the Un- 


ited States what • they cannot get 
through war, Dayan charged. 


Israel will keep itself strong 


enough to stand up to any Arab mili- 
tary power, he assured. "We want 
you to be strong enough morally to 
stand up against Arab pressure to 
squeeze us so you can get cheaper 
oil." 


He continued, "When you try to 


improve your relations with Arab 


countries, please don't pay for that 
with Israeli coins." 


A witty Dayan drew lengthy ap- 


plause when he said he didn't expect 
the United States to fight for Israel 
like it did for Vietnam. "Don't do to 
us what you did for Vietnam." 


Pro-Arab picketers marched out- 


side the Arena as Dayan spoke, but 
they were orderly. 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 


seems to be much more interested 
in a lasting Mideast peace than was 
his late predecessor, President Nas- 
ser, Dayan believed. 


The Egyptians cannot enter into a 


peace treaty alone with Israel, 
Dayan said, but Egypt is the key to 
dealing with all Arab countries. 


Syria cannot start a major war 


without Egypt, Dayan said, and Jor- 
dan didn't take part in the last war 
and almost certainly wouldn't get 
involved in another one. 


Dayan praised the peacemaking 


efforts of U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, who he hoped 
would make progress with Egypt by 
"going again and again between 
Cairo and Israel." 


Dayan is said to have both con- 


tempt a'nd respect for the Arabs. 


It was his contempt that came 


through strongest as he told teach-

FT. LEAVENWORTH, Kan. (AP) 


Former Army Lt. William L. Calley, 
granted parole and freedom on bail in 
the same day, walked out of Ft. Leaven- 
worth with a military escort Friday 
night. 


Calley, who was convicted of murder 


in the 1968 My Lai massacre, and his es- 
cort officer left immediately for Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., in a four-seat military execu- 
tive jet. 


He is to appear in federal court at Co- 


lumbus, Ga., for bail proceedings Satur- 
day morning. 


Earlier Friday night, Secretary of the 


Army Howard Callaway disclosed that 
he has granted Calley parole, effective 
Nov. 19. 


Callaway's surprise announcement 


came less than five hours after a federal 
appeals court in New Orleans ordered 
Calley freed on bail. 


Calley, who has been in Army custody 


for more than three years, walked out of 
the U.S. Army Disciplinary Barracks 
with his escort officer, Capt. Gerald M 
Gasko. 


About 10 minutes before the release, 


Capt. Jack Mooney, Army information 
officer, told newsmen they were not to 
talk to Calley or ask him any questions 
"because he is still under military juris- 
diction." 


Calley, wearing a gray plaid business 


suit and carrying a black duffle bag, did 
not say a word to anyone when he left the 
barracks. 


Callaway said in a statement released 


William L. Co//ey, Jr. 


in Washington that he signed the parole 
order on Oct. 30. It cannot take effect un- 
til Nov. 19, when Calley has served one- 
third of his 10-year prison sentence. 


One of Galley's attorneys, J. Houston 


Gordon, said: "If any prisoner ever de- 
served parole this one did. 


"We expected that he would be pa- 


roled. All those things that are consid- 
ered when a man is given parole have 
been met in this case," said Gordon, 
who is from Covington, Tenn. 


The lawyer said he was referring to 


Calley being a model prisoner and not 
being considered a threat to society. 


"His crime, if a crime at all, was com- 


mitted during a war, during a combat 
assault under orders," Gordon said. 


Callaway said the Army will not ask 


"any terms or conditions in connection 
with Galley's bail," because he had al- 
ready decided to parole Calley. 


Earlier Friday, the 5th U.S. Circuit 


Court of Appeals at New Orleans or- 
dered Calley freed on bail pending the 
Army's appeal of another court order to 
release Calley. 


That order came from U.S. District 


Judge J. Robert Elliott, who ordered 
Calley freed Sept. 25. 


Elliott has ordered Calley freed sev- 


eral times, only to have his decision re- 
versed or appealed. 


An Army statement said Callaway 


made his parole decision "based on a 
thorough review of Galley's application

Liddy conviction 
upheld in appeal 


WASHINGTON (A?) - A unanimous 


federal appeals court, praising trial 
judge John J. Sirica, upheld on Friday 
the burglary, wiretapping and conspi- 
racy conviction of original Watergate 
defendant G. Gordon Liddy. 


The seven judges said Sirica acted "in 


the highest tradition of his office as a 
federal judge" in cross-examining wit- 
nesses on his own in the original Water- 
gate trial before the magnitude of the 
scandal was known. 


All seven of the original Watergate de- 


fendants have appeals pending before 
the U.S. Court of Appeals. Liddy's was 
the first to be acted on. 


In their 33-page decision, the judges 


said a trial judge has the right to ferret 
out any testimony "he believes to be 
perjurious or highly questionable." 


Watergate principals such as fon er 


Nixon re-election committee deputy di- 
rector Jeb Stuart Magruder have admit- 
ted lying at the trial in trying to cover 
up the original June 17,1972, break-in at 
Democratic National Committee head- 
quarters. 


During the first trial, Sirica not only 


extensively questioned Nixon finance 
committee treasurer Hugh Sloan, when 
the jury was out of the room, but read 
back Sloan's testimony to the jurors 
when they returned. 


In supporting Sirica's aggressive role 


during the trial, the appeals court said a 
trial judge may recall or question wit- 
nesses at will "to remove or dilute the 
pollution of a trial by testimony he be- 
lieves to be perjurious or highly questio- 
nable." 


The decision said obtaining truthful 


testimony is particularly important 
when "the case involves the integrity of 
the nation's political system ..." 


That was clearly the case, the judges 


said, "when persons in the campaign of 
one major political party used clandes- 
tine contributions to penetrate the inter- 
nal process of the other.." 


They said Sirica's "search for truth in 


such a trial was not only permissible, it 
was in the highest tradition of his office 
of a federal judge." 


They noted that while there were some 


legal errors committed by Sirica as he 
questioned various witnesses, the mis- 
takes "were not of a kind that deprived 
defendants of a fair trial." 


The mistakes, the appeals court said, 


"must be ranked as harmless rather 
than prejudicial." 


Until three weeks ago, Liddy had been 


imprisoned in the District of Columbia 
jail ever since his first Watergate con- 
viction. 


He had refused to testify before Wa- 


tergate grand juries and had been jailed 
for contempt for the life of the grand 
jury. Liddy is now free on $5,000 bond. 


His lawyer, Peter Maroulis, said his 


client will remain free pending formal 
notification of Friday's decision to the 
presiding judge of the appeals court, as 
well as a decision on whether a Supreme 
Court appeal will be attempted. 


Asked for Liddy's reaction, Maroulis 


quoted him as saying only "I'm anxious 
to read the decision." 


Liddy, a former FBI agent and one- 


time counsel to the Nixon finance com- 
mittee, was sentenced by Sirica on 
March 23,1973, to a jail term of six years 
•and eight-months to 20-years and" fined 
$40,000. 


Gold price hits 
record $184.50 


LONDON (AP) - Gold soared to a 


record $184.50 an ounce on the London 
market Friday and dealers predicted it 
would go even higher. 


The metal climbed $6.25 an ounce dur- 


ing the day to close at the new record. 
The previous high was $184 an ounce 
reached in February. 


One dealer said buying pressure was 


"consistent and very strong." Official 
figures of the volume of gold traded in 
London are never given. 


Gold dropped as low as $132 an ounce 


in early July, and analysts listed a num- 
ber of factors behind the recent surge in 
price. 


The mam one was concern over infla- 


tion eating away at the value of the dol- 
lar and other paper currencies. Gold 
buying is a traditional hedge in times of 
economic uncertainty. 


Food prices to continue rise through mid-1975 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail food prices will continue 


climbing at least through mid-1975, partly because of 
drought-reduced grain harvests this year and cutbacks by 
livestock producers, the Agriculture Department said 
Friday. 


Consumers can expect food prices to go up "on a fairly 


broad front" through midyear, the department's Outlook and 
Situation Board said. But officials said they could not predict 
whether the 1975 increases would match the big gains of the 
past two years. 


"Although consumer demand may be moderated by a 


slowdown in economic activity, recent and prospective 
increases in farm prices for both crop and livestock-related 
foods are likely to surface at retail," the department said. 


Officials said the outlook "largely reflects the adverse 


impact" of weather this year, including last summer's 
drought and early frosts this fall which reduced grain and 
soybean prospects. 


In a related report Friday, the department said the 1974 


corn crop, a key to consumer food prices next year, has been 
reduced* further 96 million bushels b'vpoor weather and now 


is expected to be 18 per cent below the record 1973 harvest. 


Based on Nov. 1 surveys, the corn harvest is expected to 


total 4,621,248,000 bushels, a decline of two per cent from 
indications a month earlier. The 1973 crop was more than 5 64 
billion bushels. 


Soybean production, also needed as feed to produce meat, 


milk and eggs next year, was estimated at 1,243,912,000 
bushels, down 1 per cent from Oct. 1 indications and 21 per 
cent below the record 1973 harvest of nearly 1.57 billion 
bushels. 


Although the latest decline added further pressure to 


dwindling U.S. grain supplies, most of the reductions had 
been indicated previously. Last month, for example, the corn 
harvest estimate was reduced 277 million bushels - six per 
cent — from Sept. 1 indications. 


Larry V. Summers of the department's Economic 


Research Service said food prices — including meals eaten 
out as well as store groceries - could rise 2 to 5 per cent in 
the first quarters of 1975 from their average during the last 
three months of this year. Last January-March prices went 
up an average of 4.5 per cent from the final quarter of 1973. 


"There's no way they're going to drop in the first quarter." 


Summers told a reporter. "But we can't say at this time 
exactly how much the increase will be." 


Retail food prices are expected to be up 14 to 15 per cent for 


all of 1974 on a 12-month average - almost identical to the 
1973 increase and about in line with what USDA had pre- 
dicted since drought took a toll of gram crops last summer. 


Officials said consumers may see meat prices continue to 


decline moderately at least through part of the final quarter 
of this year. 


"Beef supplies are record large," the report said. 


"Compared with other years, a smaller proportion is 
grain-fattened. Pork supplies have also increased and turkev 
is plentiful." 
y 


One reason for the surge in meat supplies is that farmers 


and ranchers have been selling cattle in preference to paying 
high feed costs. Eventually, some economists fear, the dram 
will mean a further crunch on meat supplies later on. 


In fact, the report Friday indicated the situation will 


change around the first of the year.

Sylvia Porter 
IRS shares the burden 
of your contributions

A $100 contribution to charity in these 


most popular weeks of the year for giv- 
ing never costs you $100 out-of-pocket, 
for the IRS shares the burden of every 
contribution. Even if your 1974 taxable 
income is only $6.000, the contribution 
will cost you. a married couple filing a 
joint return, only $81 after taxes. And 
the out-of-pocket cost goes down, down, 
down until at the $150,000 a year level, 
the after-tax cost of a $100 contribution 
is a mere $3-1. 


(1) The first basic tax strategy rule is 


to act NQW—before the yearend—to 
make your 1974 contributions cost you 
as little as possible after taxes. Pledge, 
pay and deduct the contribution from 
'74's income. If you do not pay your 
pledge until Jan. 2. you won't get any 
benefit from the contribution until you 
file your 1975 return in the spring of 
1976." 


Government helps bear cost 


(2) And don't underestimate the ex- 


tent to which the federal government 
helps bear the cost. This chart, pre- 
pared by the Research 
Institute of 


America, dramatizes the out-of-pocket 
cost of a $100 deductible contribution at 
various taxable income levels (disre- 
garding the earned income ceiling) for a 
married couple, itemizing your deduc- 
tions and filing a joint return. 
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If you are a single person or a head of 


household, the out-of-pocket cost of your 
contribution at any income level is less 
than it is for the married couple. As an 
illustration, the after-tax cost of a S100 
contribution to a single person at the 


$20.000 taxable income level is $64; to 
the head of household, it is $68; to the 
married couple, it is $72. 


Corporations also benefit 


For a corporation with a taxable in-, 


come of up to $25.000, the after-tax cost 
of the $100 contribution is $78. For a cor- 
poration with a taxable income of more 
than $25.000, the out-of-pocket cost of 
the $100 is $52. 


The savings are even larger if you also 


include state and local income taxes. 


Another key aspect about contribu- 


tions lies in the tax savings possible if 
you spread your contribution over sev- 
eral years so that it can be deducted 
from your highest income bracket in 
each of those years.

Say you're a married taxpayer with

Give separate checks 


Merely by giving two separate $4,000 


checks a few days apart instead of one 
$8,000 check, you have saved $160 more 
in taxes. 


Caution (a): Your contributions will 


be deductible only if actually paid dur- 
ing this taxable year; a pledge is not 
enough. But your charitable contribu- 
tion will he considered paid in 1974 if 
your check is in the mails (assuming it 
doesn't bounce.) 


Caution (b): You get no tax break at 


all from charitable contributions you 
make this year if you take the standard 
deduction. Try to shift the bulk of your 
contributions into the year in which 
your total itemized deductions will be 
larger than the standard deduction. Re-

Replacing city sidewalks 
would eliminate hazards 


A massive sidewalk replacement pro 


gram aimed at eliminating hazards thai 
cost Appleton an increasin number ol 
insurance claims is in the early stages 
of formulation. 


Suggestions in a plan handed out tc 


members of the street and sanitation 
committee this week by Public Works 
Director Robert Miller'include'requir- 
ing the replacement or correction ol 
walks with one-half inch or more verti 
cal displacement. 


Miller's proposal, which he said is 


merely a starting point for committee 
discussion, would include citywide in- 
spection followed by orders from cit\ 
hall to correct lopsided walks. 


If the property owner doesn't do the 


work himself, the city would have a con- 
tractor do it the following year. 


Sidewalk replacement has been "gen- 


erally ignored" in the city. Miller said, 
a situation that has led to'an increasing 
number of injury claims against the city 
filed by persons hurt in falls. 


Miller's department first suggested a 


sidewalk replacement policy about a 
year ago. but work on streets'and sewer 
construction policies have delayed the 
committee from getting at the new area. 


The public works director said after 


the meeting that there are a "great 
number" of hazardous sidewalks in the 
city, especially in older sections. 


To carry out a concerted program tc 


get them fixed, he said, he would prob- 
ably need additional part-time person- 
nel. He estimates that it wili take one 
man-year to complete the inspection 
phase of the project. Several part-time 
employes could get the job done over the 
summer. 


Under current procedures, the city is 


installing new sidewalks, where "re- 
quired, but replacing only scattered 
stretches of sidewalk. A concerted effort 
would result in a major increase in such 
work. 


A change in assessment policy would 


probably be required. Miller said, be- 
cause the replacement costs would have 
a "substantial financial impact" on 
many of the older and fixed-income resi- 
dents in the older areas of the city thai 
would be hit the hardest by such a pol- 
icy. 


Under one proposal already sub- 


mitted by Aid. Beverly Wieckert'(llth) 
but being held up until the committee 
takes action on a policy, the assessmem 
for reconstructed walks would be the 
same as for new walks. 


Currently, the assessment for re- 


placement is higher because the con- 
tractor not only has to install the new 
walk but must also remove the old one. 


The lineal foot charge this year is 


$3.50 for new construction and $4.38 for 
replacement.

Sfrike is only a technicality as players eye playoffs

NEW YORK (AP) - You remember 


the National Football League players' 
strike, don't you? 


Well, technically, it's still going 


on ... although a check of NFL teams 
shows that the players almost unani- 
mously would like nothing better than to 
forget about it — for the time being — 
and concentrate on winning games 
rather than benefits. 


It has been suggested that the strike 


has been broken, that the NFL Players 
Association took the wrong tactic by 
striking before training camp even be- 
gan, rather than going through camp 
and the exhibition games, then striking 
when the regular season began. 


No one, of course, will admit that the 


strike — and. thus, the union — has 
been busted. 


Certainly not John Thompson, the ex- 


ecutive director of the NFL Manage- 
ment Council, the owners' bargaining 


agent. "I don't know if that's the right 
wording," Thompson says, hedging a 
bit. "That really is an evaluation for 
someone else to make." 


And certainly not the players. "I 


guess you'd say it's in limbo now," says 
Atlanta offensive tackle George Kunz, 
the Falcons' player representative. "I 
don't think the strike has been broken, 
but we'll find out next year if it has been 
broken or not." 


"The issues are far from dead. We're 


just playing without a contract," says 
Oakland cornerback and player repre- 
sentative Willie Brown. And offensive 
tackle Don Dierdorf of St. Louis, the 
Cardinals' player representative, adds 
emphatically: "We lost the battle but 
we're not giving up on the war." 


But Ed Garvey, the executive director 


of the players union, acknowledges that 
the strike envisioned by the NFLPA — 
one which would have shut down the 
game and forced the owners to come to 
terms — wasn't what happened. 


"We've been going over what went 


wrong with the strike, whether we won 
or lost and how to get back to the nego- 
tiating table in a stronger position," 
says Garvey, who has visited about half 
the 26 teams to discuss the strike's fu- 
ture and will probably meet with the re- 
mainder of the clubs before the season 
ends. 


"What we did didn't work," he ad- 


mits. "As long as they could play games 
with rookies and free agents, ultimately 
we had to go in. Now the question is 
what will the strategy be? .. . Some 
players thought it was a mistake to ac- 
cept the cooling-off period. Some 
thought some of the demands were not 
handled properly. Some thought we 
should have gone into camp in the be- 
ginning and then struck." 


There's no doubt on both sides that the 


season will be played out — through the 
playoffs and the Jan. 12 Super Bowl in 
New Orleans — without a hitch. 


None of the players want to be quoted 


on the thought of a sudden resumption 
of the strike during the season. But all 
have hinted that the possibility is re- 
mote at best. Garvey won't talk about it 
and Thompson says "he doesn't expect it. 
And there's also the fact that a strike of 
one game or more would take a healthy 
chunk out of every striking players' 
paycheck. 


It's also unlikely that bargaining talks 


will be resumed until the end of the sea- 
son. Only once since the last full-scale 
negotiating session in August have Gar- 
vey arid Thompson gotten together. And 
that meeting, in New York about a 
month ago, was more of a discussion 
than a negotiation. 


The problem is the availability of the 


player representatives. They're too in- 
volved trying to win games to break 
away from their teams and sit down at 
the table again. 


"From a practical standpoint, it's 


tougher during the season — more from 
the players' standpoint than ours — to 


negotiate," says Thompson. "That 
doesn't mean negotiations can't take 
place. But active players are busy dur- 
ing the week." 


That's what the players say. too. al- 


most without exception. 


"It's hard for us to negotiate in the 


season because the members of the ex- 
ecutive committee are playing with 
their respective teams . . . It's hard to 
negotiate without the players," says De- 
troit tackle Jim Yarbrough. player rep- 
resentative on the Lions. "When renego- 
tiation begins at the end of the season, 
hopefully there'll be give and take on all 
sides." 


"Our feeling is to play the season un- 


der last year's terms and resume nego- 
tiations at the end of the year," adds 
guard Ed White, player representative 
of the Minnesota Vikings. 


What it all seems to come down to in 


the long run is that the players simply 
want to play — to win and perhaps get 


into the playoffs. That's where the 
money is right now. 


"The strike is not on the players' 


minds at all," says Jim Turner of the 
Denver Broncos. "When you're in com- 
petition, you don't think about stuff like 
that." 


"As far as I know," says Gene Wash- 


ington, wide receiver and player repre- 
sentative of the San Francisco 49ers, 
"no one is even thinking about it. We're 
just trying to win." 


The same goes for the defending 


champion 
Miami Dolphins. "We're 


ballplayers first and I think this is 
what's on everybody's mind. The 
players' only interest is in winning right 
now. After the season I'm sure we'll 
take another look at the situation." 


And the Cardinals' Dierdorf sums it 


up: "There's a time and a place for ev- 
erything and now's the time to play foot- 
ball."

IOWA CITY, Iowa (AP) - Home has

The Hawkeyes are a surprising 3-5 


overall, and all three tnmphs have 
come in Nile Kinnick Stadium, which 
seems to built an extra little fire under 
Coach Bob Commings' "Chosen Chil- 
dren." 


Two of the victories—over UCLA and 


Illinois—were definitely upsets, and it 
will take another if the Hawkeyes are 
going to dump Wisconsin, a lOpoint fa- 
vorite for the 1:30 p.m. Big Ten Confer- 
ence clash, Saturday. 


"Iowa has really played well at 


home," says Badger Coach John Jar- 
dine, whose team has fallen on rough go- 
ing after an impressive start. 


"We've got to get ourselves up off the 


floor," he continues. "The loss to Mich- 
igan State (28-21) was costly—not only 
in morale but in the injury depart- 
ment." 


Wisconsin, 4-4 over-all and 2-3 like 


Iowa in the conference, lost junior offen- 
sive tackle Dennis Lick last week. His 
loss is one of a series of costly injuries 
the last two weeks. 


"We going to have to come along ways 


from a week ago," says Iowa Coach Bob 
Commings. "Against Purdue (a 38-14 


loss) we played our first poor defensive 
game—and right after we played our 
best a week before (14-12 victory over Il- 
linois). 


"The Purdue game was not indicative 


of our football team. We will regroup 
and bounce back. You can count on it." 


A crowd of about 48,500 is expected to 


be on hand to see if Commings is right 
— and Iowa can pull yet another sur- 
prise. 


"Wisconsin has an exceptionally good 


offense, with a fine quarterback and a 
stable of running backs. They execute 
very well. 


"Defensively, they are sound and play 


together. This is unquestionably John 
Jardme's 'best team. When you beat 
Missouri 59-20 you've got something go- 
ing." 


But since that thrashing of the Tigers, 


Wisconsin has lost to top-rated Ohio 
State, No. 4 Michigan and Michigan 
State, while beating only lowly Indiana 
35-25. 


"Those three losses weren't exactly to 


little old ladies," interjects Commings. 
"They've played some of the country's 
best—just look at their schedule and the 
poll. 


"We've got to be up, I've said that all 


along if we expect to win. We were just 
flat at Purdue, there's no other way to 
explain it. We played respectable foot- 
ball the second half. This week we'll 


need two halves like that." 


Although Wisconsin is out of the title

mings to that thinking. "We want this 
one, now." 


Iowa again will be without the serv- 


ices of fullback Mark Fetter, who has 
missed the last two games with 


sprained knee. Bob Holmes will start. 


The rest of the offensive cast is intact 


with Rob Fick at quarterback and Jim 
Jensen and Ed Donovan completing the 
backfield. 


Fick ranks No. 6 in the conference in 


passing (414 yards and five touch- 
downs), while Wisconsin's Gregg Boh- 
lig is fifth with 571 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 


Junior Bill Marek, who wrecked the 


Hawkeyes with four touchdowns and 203 
yards rushing last year in a 35-7 Wiscon- 
sin victory, appears at full strength. 


He returned against Michigan State 


and rushed for 107 yards and two touch- 
downs. 


Wisconsin holds a 32-18-1 edge in the 


series that started in 1894. Iowa's last 
victory was 20-16 in 1971 and a Jardme- 
coached team has never beat the Hawk- 
eyes in Kinnick Stadium.

In the wake of his first professional 


starting assignment for the Green Bay 
Packers, Wortman's solemn self-ap- 
praisal is simply: "I've got a lot to 
learn." 


A third-year veteran who hadn't 


played tackle since he was a junior in 
high school, the University of Nebraska, 
has suddenly been cast into a starting 
role at that position. 


For Wortman, a 6-foot-2,245-pounder, 


it is an awesome challenge. 


"I don't think anybody is ever satis- 


fied with his performance," said Wor- 
tman, a 10th round draft choice in 1972. 
"Once you start playing, you start to re- 
alize how much more you have to learn. 


"Some guys have been able to step in 


when they were young and do a great 
job. Gillie for example. But he's ex- 
traordinary. It's taken other guys a 
couple of years to develop. So I have a 
ways to go yet. 


"But I'm glad to get the opportunity 


to play." 


Nobody expects Wortman to be a 


world beater. He's inexperienced at a 


position where most pros mature late. 
He was primarily a guard his first two 
years and has been taking a cram 
course on playing tackle. And he's not 
particularly big for an offensive line- 
man.

doctrinated by a pair of wily old pros. In 
his first extended action, two weeks ago 
against Detroit when he replaced Harry 
Schuh in the first half, V/ortman was 
,matched against Larry Hand, a 10-year 
veteran. Last week in his first start, he 
was pitted against Verlon Riggs of the 
Washington Redskins. 


Yet, according to offensive line coach 


Rollie Dotsch, Wortman has been 
playing reasonably well. 


"He's done a real good job," said 


Dotsch. "He's demonstrated some pass 
blocking ability and he's moving well. 
He's not a big guy, but he's been scrapp- 
ing. So far he's been keeping his guy 
out. I think he's done well considering 
his lack of experience at the position." 


Ironically, last winter the Packers

KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) - A promoter 


of the Zaire world heavyweight cham- 
pionship fight has accused George Fore- 
man of threatening to pull out of the 
fight at the last minute unless an empty 
suitcase carried to London was packed 
with half a million dollars. 


Foreman, asked about the accusation, 


confirmed that he had discussed money 
with promoter John Daly during a wear- 
ying, night-long session 36 hours before 
the Oct. 30 title match with Muhammad 
AH. But he said if Daiy were accusing 
him of a shake-down attempt, "that 
would be a lie." 


"The promotion reneged on some 


things and used me in various ways," 
the ex-champion said. Foreman was 
calm, dignified and gentlemanly in 
replying to the accusations. 


The story of the money dispute and 


the Zaire government's withdrawal of 
Daly's passport were withheld until all 
the non-Zaire principals were able to 
leave the country. 


Daly, a 37-year-old Briton, said the 


situation that developed over the discus- 
sion of the extra money for Foreman 
and the lifting of his passport became so 
tense that he feared for his life. 


Foreman acknowledged that the 


money discussion — he insisted he had 
rightful demands that were ignored by 
the promoters — could have had a nega- 
tive effect on his boxing. 


"I had to sit up all night arguing and I 


admit it was a strain," he said. "You're 
supposed to take it all in stride if you're 
a champion, so I don't want this to sound 
like a copout. Under other circum- 
stances, the fight wouldn't have been." 


Foreman lost his title when he wea- 


ried, his style reverted to that of a flail- 
ing amateur, and he was knocked out in 
the eighth round. 


At the same time, the Zaire govern- 


ment, which spent millions trying to 
erase its old image as the chaotic Bel- 
gian Congo, went back to methods that 
its publicists said were long gone. 


Foreign nationals' passports were 


taken. Daly was refused the right to 
leave the country. A photographer's 
camera was confiscated and her film ex- 
posed. Foreman was delayed at the air- 
port and questioned by security offi- 
cials. The boxer himself guided the 
trembling wife of one of the promoters 
onto a departing plane. 


The story of the money and the gov- 


ernment's actions came from 
four 


sources who told parallel accounts. 
Foreman's version differs at some 
points. 


The sources said the events began in 


London eight days before the fight when 
Leroy Jackson, a black businessman 
who has worked for Foreman, called on 
Derek Dawson, managing director of 
Equity Enterprises, the parent firm of 
Hemdale Leisure Corp. one of the fight's 
three promoters. 


The sources said these events fol- 


lowed: 


Jackson said Foreman was desper- 


ately unhappy and so strapped for 
money and dissatisfied with his finan- 
cial arrangements that he could not 
guarantee the fight would take place, 
and that because of taxes and court 
problems Foreman was unlikely to clear 
more than $500,000 from the Ah bout. He 
was paid S5 million for it. 


Daly, Hemdale's director, flew to 


Zaire with Jackson who emphasized, the 
sources said, that Foreman was in such 
a negative mental state that he felt close 
to refusing to fight. Daly met with Fore- 
man and Jackson in Kinshasa on the 
Thursday before the bout. 


The fighter, according to the sources, 


said he would refuse to appear at the 
weigh-in Saturday night, set for live 
telecast to the United States, if a finan- 
cial arrangement was not reached. 


The promoters' believed the weigh-in 


was extremely important because it 


would remove any doubts about the bo- 
xers' participation and demonstrate 
that the satellite could produce a sharp 
television picture from the middle of Af- 
rica. 


Foreman's price for cooperation, ac- 


cording to the sources, was $500,000. 
Jackson was said to explain that 
$300,000 would be enough under the cir- 
cumstances—cash placed in a valise— 
and that it would be to Hemdale's inter- 
est to keep Foreman happy. 


Daly said he was unable to make an 


agreement unless something substan- 
tial was offered in return, such as an 
agreement on Foreman's next fight, and 
he said he could not guarantee anything 
on his own. 


When Daly said he would be prepared 


to talk to the Zaire government and 
Video Techniques, the other partners in 
the promotion, Jackson said he wanted 
no part of either. Foreman said he 
would sign nothing; the money was to be 
tax free and a gift for future coopera- 
tion. 


Daly reported the exchange to Dick 


Sadler, Foreman's manager, Fred Wey- 
mar, a German financial advisor to the 
Zaire government, and Henry Schwartz 
and Don King of Video Techniques. Daly 
then came up with a ploy to stall for 
time and make certain his Saturday 
night weigh-in would get on television. 


After talking with Sadler, Jackson 


was sent Saturday morning to London 
where he was told he would have an ap- 
pointment with Dawson the Monday be- 
fore the fight. 


"There were some sums of money 


mentioned," Foreman said later. "John 
Daly sent Leroy to London. They were 
discussing things—maybe a tour after 
the fight. There were some things Daly 
said he'd do and the guy in London said 
it was impossible."

WHEREAS, the County Board of Supervisors did 


previously authorize the Personnel Committee to so- 
licit proposals for a complete iob evaluation study 
relating to all iobs and all employees within the hire 
of Outagamie County, and 


WHEREAS, the Personnel Committee solicited 


proposals from four management consultant firms 
including the representative from the State of Wis- 
consin, and 


WHEREAS, the Personnel Committee now recom- 


mends that Dickson Associates of Neenah, Wiscon- 
sin, be retained to conduct such iob evaluation 
study, the procedure of which would involve the fol- 
lowing five steps: 


1. Job descriptions would be reviewed and up- 


dated. Your present iob descriptions will provide a 
good base but they need to be updated. We will be 
concerned that similar iobs are combined and that 
there is uniformity from department to department 
insofar as duties are similar. Where necessary we 
will get additional, information from employees but 
generally we will get information on job content 
from the immediate supervisors and the department 
head. 


2. The iobs will be ranked. We have used several 


methods of ranking including paired comparison, 
classification, point evaluation and factor-compori- 


v son. The specific method we decide upon will be de- 


termined after a study of vour present system, dis- 
cussions with those who wilt administer the plan, 
and an appraisal of the feasibility of the various ap- 
proaches. 


3. A salary schedule will be developed. After the 


ranking process, we will conduct salary surveys to 
determine the going rate in the labor market for 
similar iobs. This will include the local labor mar- 
ket, rates paid in similar counties, and salaries paid 
outside the area insofar as these labor markets af- 
fect vour hiring practices. Following the survey, this 
information will be used to develop a logical rate 
structure with variation in grades depending upon 
value to the county. In the meeting a preference for 
one specific rate for each grade was expressed. 
When we approach this step we will want to explore 
this matter in detail. As expressed in the meeting, 
we feel a plan should be highly tailored to meet the 
needs of each specific client. 


4. Rate administration principles will be devel- 


oped. A salary plan must be readily understood, 
fairly administered ond be seen as o benefit bv both 
the employee and the employer. Rate Adminis- • 
tration guidelines help to achieve these objectives 
and keep the plan current. Good guidelines enable 
the plan to be used as o tool for management to 
motivate employees and provide obiectivitv in han- 
dling of rate matters. 


5. Present employees will be "slotted in". In devel- 


oping a new iob evaluation program or revising an 
existing plan, we place high priority on acceptance 
bv those covered bv the plan. The results of a study 
need to be communicated to employees insofar as it 
affects their compensation. Where employees are 
covered bv a union agreement, special considera- 
tions are involved. In addition we have planned for 
meetings with those who administer the plan and 
those responsible for its approval to assure full com- 
munication of the results ot the study.

sin Natural Gas Co. got permission 
Thursday from the state Public Service 
Commission to deny or limit service to 
new customers or to those it now serves 
who request more gas. 


The utility which provides natural gas 


to 148,000 customers in southeastern 
Wisconsin had sought the ruling be- 
cause of restrictions placed upon it by 
its supplier, the Michigan-Wisconsin 
Pipe Line Co. 


The ruling allows it to limit or deny 


service if it believes such a move is 
ncessary to conserve the company's 
supplies for higher priority service. The 
top priority for new users is to be given 
residential customers, while the lowest 
priority is for boiler fuel users. 


The Wisconsin Electric Power Co. and 


its subsidiary, the Wisconsin-Michigan 
Power Co., meanwhile, asked the PSC to 
approve rules curtailing the use of elec- 
tricity in the event a national coal strike 
should result in the depletion of coal re- 
serves. 


The proposals range from conserving' 


fuel supplies to cutting off service to 
customers for limited periods of time. 


"We expect to be able to meet all cus- 


tomer needs if the anticipated walkout 
is of short duration," said C.S. McNeer, 
Wisconsin Electric executive vice presi- 
dent. "However, we believe it prudent to 
prepare for the possibility of diminished 
fuel reserves which would result from a 
prolonged work stoppage." 


The two utilities supply electricity to 


721,000 industrial, commercial and resi- 
dental customers, and sell wholesale 
power to 35 investor, municipally and 
co-operatively owned electric systems.

population, a slight increase since 1960, 
but says emphasis should also be made 
10 serve the needs of older citizens, 
which now comprise 16.6 per cent of the 
population. 


In 1950, just 11.5 per cent of the citi- 


zens were over 65, and that figure rose 
to 13.9 per cent in 1960 and to its present 
rate in 1970. 


"These people have different needs

The state Department of Trans- 


portation (DOT) office in Green Bay will 
look at possibilities for changing plans 
for the proposed north side interchange 
for the Oneida Street high level bridge 
in order to avoid having to relocate a 
Water Street manufacturing plant. 


That's the word from DOT engineers 


after the informal public hearing on the 
bridge project Thursday in Appleton. 


Although DOT plans to consider 


changes in the interchange design that 
would permit Peerless Paint Manufac- 
turing Co., 125 W. Water St., to remain 
at its present location, an engineer with 
the department admitted today that 
there could be problems in making such 
a change. 


Although the proposed shift would be 


minor, he said, "it has problems." 


The Green Bay regional office will 


now take the four alternative plans for a 
new Oneida Street bridge back to head- 
quarters, mull some of the statements 
made by the slightly less than 100 per- 
sons who turned out for Thursday's 
hearing and come up with a "tentative" 
final bridge plan before an expected 
public hearing in March. 


Within 60 days of that hearing, pro- 


vided the state legislature provides DOT 
with enough money to finance its one- 
third share of the proposed bridge, the 
state highway commission will select a 
final bridge plan. That same plan will 
then have to be approved by the city and 
county — both of which are also putting 
up one-third shares of the project cost — 
before the project can be let out for bids. 


If everything goes according to this 


still tentative schedule, the department 
says the project could be let for con- 
struction in the spring of 1976. 


Two major roadblocks remain, how- 


ever. First, the legislature must provide 
money for the project. Second, the city 
must be able to provide its share of the 
project without raising its bonded debt 
limit to a point where the debt rating 
would be lowered. If that happened, fu- 
ture bond issues could cost more inter- 
est. 


It's unclear now whether the city will 


need state legislation approved that 


would increase the city's bonded debt 
limit to allow it to bond for the bridge 
project without endangering its borrow- 
ing position. Such legislation has been 
introduced by state Rep. Tobias Roth, 
R-Appleton, but there has been no ac- 
tion on it. 


Mayor James Sutherland told the City 


Council Wednesday that he was sure the 
Appleton lawmaker could get enough 
legislative support to approve such a 
measure, should it be needed. 


A municipality is allowed under state 


law to borrow up to five-tenths of one 
per cent of its equalizeu valuation. To 
borrow more than 60 per cent of that 
allowed maximum, however, can hurt 
the city's bond rating and, in turn, its 
ability to borrow at good interest rates. 


The city's bonded debt limit is 


$29,562,660. Sixty per cent of that, how- 
ever, is $17,737,597. That is only about 
$500,000 within the city's bonded debt 
limit, if it sells the $2,094,118 in bonds 
the mayor has called for in his executive 
budget. 


At the end of 1975, the city will have 


paid off more than $1.2 million of that 
debt. But unofficial computations show 
that the city would be in debt for more 
than 60 per cent of its bonded debt limit 
if it borrowed money to finance its share 
of the Oneida Street bridge. 


Roth said today that he will introduce 


legislation again in 1975 to raise the 
city's debt limit for bridge construction 
if he is asked by the city. He said it 
would have no problem being approved. 


Under the least expensive bridge plan 


proposed by DOT to date, the city would 
have to come up with about $2.75 mil- 
lion. So would Outagamie County and 
the state.

It 
has been learned that the charges 
closely follow suggestions made in 
Christian News, ultraconservative 
newspaper published in New Haven. 
Mo., by a man who is pastor of an LC-MS 
congregation. 


The Aug. 5 publication of Christian 


News offered a "model resolution" 
which congregations could use to charge 
district presidents with malfeasance in 
office.

Dr. G. C Thosteson 
Man with cleft palate 
really in need of help 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have a young 


man, 23, rooming here. His parents are 
dead and his work pays only $60 a week 
out of which he must pay room rent and 
food bills. 


He stammers terribly and has a bad 


cleft palate. He doesn't have enough 
money to pay surgery bills. 


My grandmother, who would be 128 


years old now, had a cleft palate and 
was an orphan. When she was 16, a doc- 
tor or doctors operated on her free of 
charge as she had no income. 


But it seems to me there should be 


some way for him to get help. It's sure a 
handicap to him. If they could do sur- 
gery that long ago they surely could 
now. We would appreciate some kind of 
help or how to go about it to get help. — 
Mrs. A.J.S. 


It's quite obvious that this young man 


needs some help — and it seems to me 
that somebody should have started help- 
ing him a long time ago. 


Yes, they could repair cleft palates a 


century ago. They can do it better now, 
and usually do it years earlier in life. 
And correcting such a defect can have a 
great deal to do with his success in busi- 
ness and in life. Whether the cleft palate 
can be repaired at his age remains to be 
determined. A speech clinic could help 
his stammering. 


Since this column appears in many 


states, I cannot offer any suggestion for 
getting help that will fit all localities, 
but in your state (among others there 
are funds provided for crippled or af- 
flicted adults. When they need medical 
or surgical care so they can perform as 
more effective members of society, ar- 
rangements can be made for them to 
pay what they are able, or to pay later 
when they are better able. 


Your town is not large; you may not 


have the community services and work- 
ers locally to steer this young man to the 
proper source of help. But you can find 
such help in the larger communities 
around you. A social services depart- 
ment in a hospital probably can give you 
(or him) some guidance. Check with 
your state representative as to what 
state aid is available. See whether the 
county welfare office can't do some use- 
ful steering. 


You may find a surgeon-somewhere in 


your area who is willing to make ar- 
rangements within the young man's 
means (or future means) but that is 
only part of the problem. The surgeon 
can't shoulder the responsibility of the 
hospital bill! 


I have to wonder what kind of job the 


young man has. Is it a part-time job? Or 
how come he gets less than the legal 
minimum wage? 


Yes, he needs some help.

STEVENS POINT - It was a classic 


confrontation between advocates of two 
conflicting social philosophies.

Milwaukee told a gathering of the Wis- 
consin Secondary Schools Adminis- 
trators Association Thursday that disci-' 
pline has eroded in the public schools 
because administrators have been strip- 
ped of their authority and changes have 
been forced on society by voices of the 
extremes. 


State Rep. Lloyd Barbee, 
D-Mil- 


waukee, on the other hand, countered 
that Seraphim's outdated concept of 
education is what helped to promote 
imitation and insured racism and pov- 
erty. "When you place emphasis on dis- 
cipline you forget education and you 
might as well set up a militaristic dicta- 
torship," Barbee said. 


Both men addressed about 382 secon- 


dary school principals, superintendents 
and administrators at a three-day con- 
vention at the Holiday Inn which con- 
cluded on Friday. 
Police 
study 
sought 


Some §64,750 in special studies, in- 


cluding $20,000 for a management study 
of the police department, are part of Ap- 
pleton Mayor James Sutherland's pro- 
posed 1975 budget. 


The city would be responsible for only 


$12,188 of the cost for the three consul- 
tant studies, however. The rest of the ex- 
penses would be paid for by state and 
federal governments. Two of the studies 
have already been approved by the City 
Council. Last September, it voted 13-6 
for a management and operations study 
of the public works department and a 
compensation study for department 
heads and other city nonunion person- 
nel. Sutherland's executive budget, re- 
leased to aldermen Wednesday, was the' 
first public mention of the police depart- 
ment management study. 


Police Chief Earl Wolff said the study 


will cost the city only about $1,000, with 
the federal Law Enforcement Assist- 
ance Administration (LEAA) providing 
the consultant and the rest of the money. 


He said the study could qualify the 


city for other LEAA aids to implement 
recommendations made by the consul- 
tants. For example, a recommendation 
to improve department record keeping 
could lead to LEAA assistance in pur- 
chasing data processing equipment. 


Wolff said record keeping would be a • 


prime area for study. 


Sutherland said the city could be bet- 


ter ready for its move into new police 
headquarters with a study showing how 
it could adapt itself to the new station. 


He said the new station will require 


several 
changes in present adminis- 


trative procedures, simply because of 
new equipment and a different layout. 
The fact that the communications center 
is located in the basement, for example, 
will mean that the department will have 
to have a minimum of two people in the 
police department at all hours of the 
day. Presently, there is sometimes only 
one person there, handling both the 
communications equipment and people 
who come in off the street. 


The isolated location of the communi- 


cations center, however, will mean that 
additional personnel will have to be 
hired as receptionists for persons com- 
ing in off the street. 


An operations study could indicate 


how qualified these persons should be 
and what other jobs they could perform. 


"If we're going to save money on oper- 


ations, we're going to have to do things 
differently," said Sutherland, echoing 
statements he made in support of his 
management and operations study of 
the public works department in Septem- 
ber. 


Sutherland, who has told aldermen 


they have tough decisions to make on 
spending for a year (1975) that promises 
higher costs due to inflation and a host 
of pressing needs, said he was request- 
ing $1,000 in city money for the police 
management study because of the de- 
partment's move into the new station in 
1975.; But he said he would have re- 
quested the spending no matter what, 
adding that he wished he could subject 
all city operations to management ana- 
lyses;like those he has proposed for pub- 
lic works and police departments. 


"It!s always desirable to take a look at 


operations," said Wolff. 


The police chief said an effort to study 


police department operations in a sta- 
tion that has not even been built yet 
would be no problem. 


Seraphim, a pipe-smoking conserva- 


tive known as one of Milwaukee's tough- 
est judges, responded to allegations 
raised in the Milwaukee Journal that he 
spends the least time on the bench at ob- 
vious court work. 


"I wish the Journal had done their 


survey in October when I had seven jury 
trials in 14 days and not in March when 
for some reason the load was light." 


Seraphim said "the flip side of free- 


dom is responsibility," and he sees the 
latter lacking in public schools today. 


He said in his school days, students 


were more responsible, they respected 
their teachers and principals and were 
not engaged in the agitation against so- 
cial evils. 


He attributed much of the unrest in 


public schools to teacher's unions, some 
school boards and court decisions which 
liberalized many regulations that once 
existed in the schools. 


Seraphim decried the "adoration of 


chaos" by certain extremist groups 
whom he sees as trying to impose their 
will on society. He mentioned the Na- 
tional Socialist White People's Party, 


Seraphim: It's eroded 
Barbee: Overemphasized 


which has been distributing leaflets at 
some Milwaukee schools and the Viet- 
nam Veterans Against the War. 


To counter what he saw as the "ero- 


sion of authority" in the schools, Sera- 
phim suggested that incorrigibles be ex- 
pelled, that the community's silent 
majority make themselves heard, that 
contractual arrangements between 
teacher's unions and school boards be 
kept in check and that school adminis- 
trators become more active in public. 


He likened the present situation in the 


schools to "allowing the inmates to run 
the asylum." Extremists, he said, 
should not be allowed to destroy "the 
greatest of all societies that man has 
been able to devise." 


Barbee, a liberal and controversial 


legislator who was recently re-elected to 
his sixth term in the State Assembly, 
said there hasn't been an "erosion" but 
a "sharing" of authority. 


"Many of the administrators in the 


schools are nothing but incompetents, 
that's why they are failing," Barbee 
said. In an obvious crack at Barbee, one 
administrator retorted from the au- 


dience, "Does that also apply to lawyers 
too?" Barbee, a practicing attorney, 
said. "It sure does." 


Barbee added "You can listen to these 


law and order judges and say rah, rah, 
and let them appeal to your bigotry but 
this is 1974 and you had better be" pre- 
pared to accept change." 


"The old ways of education was not 


education but brainwashing," Barbee 
said. "In terms of the black-white con- 
flict, the only blacks who got ahead were 
those wlio imitated the whites. The poor 
people who made it were those who imi- 
tated the crass materialistic capitalists 
like Rockefeller and Morgan." 


He said shared authority and the pro- 


tection of student rights st'rengthens the 
^choo! system «ince it encourages 
thought instead of training and condi- 
tioning.

Board okay is final step 
needed for fire station 


A budget document with proposed re- 


visions adding hundreds of thousands of 
dollars will go before the Outagamie 
County Board next week after nearly 
two weeks of intensive finance com- 
mittee review. 


A public hearing, based on the origi- 


nal executive budget, will be held at 7 
p.m. Monday in the county board room 
in the courthouse. 


On an overall comparison, the execu- 


tive budget calls for expenditures of 
$17.44 million, while the finance com- 
mittee proposes expenditures of $16.84 
million. The executive budget shows 
revenues of $13.12 million; the finance 
recommendation is for $12.2 million. 
The executive's levy proposal is $4.32 
million and the finance committee pro- 
poses $4.64 million. 


Two of the biggest departmental 


budgets have been totally reworked 
from the executive's proposals: the Uni- 
fied Health Services Board and the nurs- 
ing home portion of the health center. 
Combined, these budgets total nearly $5 
million. 


The finance committee is recommend- 


ing that revised budgets for the two pro- 
gram areas submitted by the unified 
board be accepted as a total substitute 
for the executive budget. 


The key figure here is the revenue es- 


timate for the nursing care program. 
Woehler submitted a nursing care 
budget calling for expenditures of 
$3,069,018 and revenue of $2,730,150. 
This would require $338,868 in local tax 
funds to run the program. 


The unified board accepted Woehler's 


spending proposal, but estimates that 
there will be revenue of only $2,103,875,

One of the things which 
must be solved are the emergency 
procedures to insure that the FAA fun- 
ded equipment will be readily available 
for aircraft emergencies. 


Although the larger of the two trucks 


will be available to the city, the FAA 
wants the contract to be clear that the 
airport will have priority. 


A smaller, specially-equipped pickup 


truck was delivered Friday and it will 
be used as an emergency fire for emer- 
gency fire fighting standby until the 
new station is completed and the larger 
truck delivered. 


Brock explained that a problem now 


exists in finding personnel to man the 
truck until the joint city-county agree- 
ment goes into effect.

FBI to help probe area tie 
in stolen checks, forgery case 


The FBI has been called in to investi- 


gate a case of interstate check theft and 
forgery which could involve banks in 
Appleton, Menasha, Kaukauna, Little 
Chute, Neenah and Kimberly. 


Kiel police Monday arrested a 17-year- 


old excapee from the Oregon State 
School for Girls and a 22-year-old Mil- 
waukee woman in connection with the 
case which involved checks stolen from 
a Waukegan, III., branch office of Mort- 
gage Associates, Inc., Milwaukee, and 
drawn on a Rhode Island bank. 


Police had received a tip on the 17- 


year-old and arrested her after she 
cashed a $2,500 check, depositing $2,000 
and taking $500 in cash from a Kiel 
bank. The check was one of 49 stolen 
from the Milwaukee firm. Her accom- 
plice was arrested later that day in New 
Holstein. A police search of that 
woman's room at a New Holstein motel 
turned up 15 savings books for accounts 
opened at several Valley and Lakeshore 
banks. Eleven checks valued at $27,500 


,*•. 


were also recovered. 


The savings accounts had been opened 


so the checks could be cashed easier at 
the banks. Because many of the missing 
checks have not been recovered, the po- 
lice are unable to determine if the other 
banks had been drawn on already. 


The 17-year-old has been charged with 


interstate theft of checks and forgery 
and has been transferred to the Manito- 
woc County Jail with a detainer from the 
Oregon school. 


The Milwaukee woman, and a female 


companion who police say probably was 
not involved in the crime, have been re- 
leased to their Milwaukee attorney. The 
22-year-old is expected to be charged 
with interstate theft of checks and pos- 
session of nine Social Security cards. 
She may also be charged with forgery 
and possession of a concealed weapon, 
according to Kiel Police Chief Emery 
Farrand, who took part in the investi- 
gation. A .22 caliber pistol v/as found un- 
der the seat of her car, he said.

MADISON — The most conspicuous 


beneficiary in future career terms of the 
near-landslide victory of the Democrats 
in the Wisconsin elections of the week is 
Lt. Gov. Martin Schreiber of Mil- 
waukee, who at age 35 is a 12-year vet- 
eran of statehouse politics. 


One of the results of the Democratic 


capture of State Senate control for the 
first time in this century will be to re- 
lieve Schreiber of the often dull and rou- 
tine task of presiding over the deliber- 
ations of the upper house, and to free 
him for other tasks that will give him 
more publicity exposure. 


Having worked in friendly collabora- 


tion with Gov. Patrick Lucey, who has 
given him more work than any lieuten- 
ant governor who ever served before 
him, Schreiber may look forward to 
more freedom of action as the Demo- 
cratic senate chooses Its own senate 
president who can relieve the lieutenant 
governor from his duties in the chair 
that most men who have held the job 
have found tedious and politically unre- 
warding. 


Like the vice president of the United 


States who is the president of the United 
States Senate, the lieutenant governor is 
the parliamentary ruler of the State 
Senate, but he is not truly a member. He 
votes only on those rare occasions when 
the senators are evenly divided on an is- 


sue. He is not permitted to take part in 
floor debates. Thus he tends to be an un- 
noticed fixture and almost anonymous 
as far as the average citizen responds to 
legislative events and issnes. 


With the constitutional change that 


provided for the election of the governor 
and lieutenant governor as a team, Gov. 
Lucey four years ago arranged for 
Schreiber to direct a number of nonle- 
gislative programs. He is chairman of a 
consumer advisory council created by 
Lucey's order. He also presides over a 
nursing home inspection program that 
is financed with federal funds. As a re- 
sult, he has been more active than any of 
his predecessors reaching back to 1848. 


Novel to capitol experience also is the 


close relationship between Schreiber 
and the governor. In earlier times in- 
cumbents of those offices regarded each 
other jealously and suspiciously. Lucey 
has treated the young Schreiber as a 
protege. Schreiber found his first four- 
year term difficult financially. The law 
permitted him to collect only $7,500 in 
salary. That has changed also. The new 
pay scale is generous. With his second 
inauguration he will collect pay at the 
rate of $28,700 a year, and under a new- 
rule, he will benefit from adjustments 
as other state service salaries may be 
adjusted. 


An advantage that Schreiber enjoys 


and that was provided to no predecessor 
— including Gov. Lucey when he served 
in the office in the 1960s — is a generous 


budget for staff as a result of the special 
service assignments that have been 
given him. The staff allowance includes 
money for that functionary who is vir- 
tually indispensable in modern politics 
— a publicity man. 


Capitol sources regard it as unlikely, 


having won a second term by a decisive 
margin, that the governor will follow 
the comparatively strenuous travel and 
speaking schedule of his first term. 
That will mean assignments trans- 
ferred to Schreiber, as the governor's 
surrogate in appearance, if not in fact 
and law. 
' 


There will be others on the statehouse 


scene in a Democratic administration 
interested in a potential succession to a 
gubernatorial nomination after Lucey, 
in 1978. It is clear that Douglas LaFoV 
lette, the secretary of state-elect, is not 
so much interested in that relatively mi- 
nor office as in the rostrum it will give 
him to identify himself more clearly for 
a potential succession to higher place. 
Highly placed Democrats say that Rep. 
Les Aspin of the southern Wisconsin 
first district, a hard campaigner who 
has won a once Republican district with 
growing majorities, has his eye on the 
state executive office. 


The capitol also remembers that 


Branson LaFollette, the attorney gen- 
eral-elect, attempted six years ago to 
win the governorship when he held of- 
fice of attorney general for the first

John Schreiter, fi- 
nance committee chairman, said that as 
each labor contract is settled, a resolu- 
tion would have to come to the county 
board to take the specific amount of 
money needed from the general fund to 
cover the salary increases that have 
been granted. In the past when a con- 
tract was settled, the money was auto- 
matically transferred from "the special 
account to the departments involved in 
the wage settlement. 


Woehler also has recommended set- 


ting up a special fund of $200,000 to 
cover program additions the board may 
want to make in the area of human re- 
sources. The finance committee is rec- 
ommending eliminating the fund on the 
grounds that any program should be 
specifically provided for in the budget.' 


The committee also is recommending 


that the contingency fund be established 
at $25,000, instead of the $75,000 recom- 
mended by Woehler.

mended by the finance committee in- 
clude:

— $1,500 from Plamann Park main- 


tenance; 


— $1,500 from Mosquito Hill main- 


tenance; 


— $335 from soil conservation travel; 
— $195 from county planner travel; 
— $480 from shredder personnel 


travel; 


— $15,000 from solid waste disposal 


budget'which had been earmarked for 
leasing part of the Lehrer landfill. 


Almost all of the travel allowance cuts 


involved reducing the number of per- 
sonnel attending conventions and con- 
ferences. The finance committee felt it 
was not necessary for more than one or 
two members of a committee to attend a 
conference. 


On the other side of the ledger, the fi- 


nance committee recommended the fol- 
lowing additions:

— $26,400 for social services depart- 


ment special needs and Big Brother pro- 
gram;

In addition, there were a number of 


other changes made in state charge- 
back costs which originally had been es- 
timated by Woehier and then changed to 
the actual required amounts as certifi- 
cation letters arrived from the state. 


Most of the additions were in the form

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Crazy Jim s illusions 


Public lotteries under the sponsorship of government are 


increasing in numbers in the country. In each state that has 
demolished the statutory or constitutional prohibitions 
enacted by the pioneers, the argument was made that profits 
through such enterprises would raise great sums of revenue 
for public services, and therefore relieve the general tax- 
payer of much of his tax burden. 


But in virtually all cases the promises of the promoters 


have turned out to be recklessly optimistic, to put it gener- 
ously. 


Another common argument in such campaigns is that a 


public lottery system will drive the illegal operators out of 
business. But studies in New York, as recently recounted by 
the New York Times, show that the bookies are prospering in 
spite of the state-operated lottery there. The reason, of 
course, is that the private betting agent covers a broad spec- 
trum of gambling, including besides race track betting, wa- 
gers on professional sports events of many kinds. 


Recent press accounts in Chicago confirm the New York 


revelations that lotteries have not replaced the illegal "num- 
bers" games. "Numbers" can be played for pennies and the 
odds offered are greater. 


From the point of view of skeptics, it was perhaps a fortu- 


nate coincidence that the only person who has ever carried 
the lottery issue into a political "campaign" in Wisconsin is 
a fellow who managed to get a court order approving his 
change of name to "Crazy Jim,"and who had a listing on the 
state election ballot this fall under the generously easy rules 
prevailing. 


Mr. "Jim." whatever his purpose, probably served a use- 


ful service by putting on exhibition his credulous notions 
about resolving issues of taxation and governmental ex- 
penditure inflation. He did not do well at all at the polls. But 
the reality is that many other persons, including some of 
those now holding public office, still believe, or pretend to 
believe that public gambling can replace public taxation. 


Porno suffers the blahs 


In the last decade or so, with U.S. Supreme Court decisions 


outlawing some forms of censorship, adult bookstores pro- 
liferated and more movie houses began showing only the X 
rated stuff. But now pornography earnings are down 50 to 75 
per cent compared to only a year ago, it seems. 


Inflation is one reason. "When the economy is_down, the 


luxury" of pornography is the first to go, explains one man- 
ager. But it seems likely that there's another reason—bore- 
dom. 


"Four years ago you could get by with a film that cost 


$10,000 to $20,000 and took a month to make," Vince Stanich, 
manager of some California theaters, says. "Now we spend 
$300,000 and take nine months. People want plot and hu- 
mor." Skin and raw sex just aren't enough anymore. Even 
the weirdos have apparently found there is more to life than 
what the blue nosed often hysterically label "filth." 


One manager of an "art" theater reports that it's not like 


it used to be. "If it gets much worse we'll switch to nostalgia 
films." Bookstore managers apparently hauled in profits 
with high markups once police raids and lawyers' fees ta- 
pered off. But even the heavy breathers get tired of high pri- 
ces. 


Is there a danger to morality from the nudey, explicit 


stuff? Maybe. But if it's all getting to be just a bore, rnaybe 
the exploiters' business will be bored to death.

trary, November strips away the protective 
cover, exposing the warts and wrinkles of our 
environment.

No- 
vember's sun, when it consents to shine, hides 
nothing. When it goes, bleakness settles like a 
blight. 


November also brings distance and perspec- 


tive. The leafy barriers have fallen, and the 
stroller takes in an entire block at a glance. The 
driver heading toward Appleton sees the city 
spread before him like a child's construc- 
tion. The "sore thumbs" of the city at this sea- 
son seem lo throb with ungainliness, while fa- 
vorite corners have lost their luster. 


Only two solutions seem possible for Novem- 


ber — brilliance and sheer brilliance. The latter, 
of course, awes any month and flows from an ar- 
chitectural concept so strong and true that drab- 
ness cannot assault it. It also is rare. There are a 
few buildings for all seasons in Appleton, but 
most of us spend our time looking at and living 
in less perfect structures. 


Ordinary brilliance, though, has much to rec- 


ommend it. And as a daily pedestrian I would 
like to salute those who light up my gray morn- 
ings. 


First of all, thanks to those who have painted 


their houses orange or any of its fancier vari- 
ations of pumpkin, persimmon or burnt sienna. 
Orange is one of the few colors that can fight No- 


vember to a draw. White houses look listless, ob- 
viously waiting for the snow which will restore 
their Christmas-card prettiness. Pastel houses 
give up and dissolve meekly into the landscape.

Kissinger's latest 
trip basically a flop 


Henry Kissinger's latest trip abroad 


has turned distinctly sour. At every step 
of the way he has been drawn into diplo- 
matic engagements potentially costly to 
this country and its allies. 


In the Near East, Kissinger has been 


jollied into negotiations for a settlement 
between Israel and the Arab states 
which have as the price of success the le- 
gitimization of Israel's mortal enemy, 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. 
Since the Israelis will not accept that, 
the clear outlook is for a new round of 
fighting in the area. 


In the Soviet Union, Kissinger agreed 


to a meeting between President Ford 
and Party Secretary Leonid Brezhnev to 
be held at the end of this month in Vladi- 
vostok. The meeting in that city, which 
is situated on land claimed by China and 
which symbolizes Russia's imperial 
drive in the Pacific, is bound to strain 
relations with this country's two most 
important friends in the a'rea — China 
and Japan. 


In the Persian Gulf. Kissinger has vir- 


tually acknowledged that the United 
States will have to live with the oil price 
dictated by Saudi Arabia and Iran and 
the other members of the producers' 
cartel. And in India, Kissinger accepted 
the principle that that state can go nu- 
clear without any serious resistance 
from Washington. 


Two reasons appear to underlie this 


sudden coming apart of American diplo- 
macy. Kissinger, for one thing, is now 
for the first time negotiating from a po- 
sition of weakness. 


The oil price increase has become a 


salient feature of international power 
politics. It threatens starvation in some 
countries and bankruptcy in others. It 
confronts the United States, as the 
strongest power in the non-Communist 
world, with the specter of an inter- 
national economic collapse. 


But Washington has so far not taken 


the steps necessary to reduce depend- 
ence on exported oii. There is no serious 
program for cutting demand in this 
country, nor for joint policies with other 
oil-consuming countries. The whole 
world sees that the United States is, lit- 
erally, over the barrel. 


Kissinger had no leverage to exert 


against the oil producers for a serions 
cut in price. Neither was he in a position 
to give the Indians the kind of help that 
would justify putting a hold on their nu- 
clear effort. Above all he had no way of 
constraining the Arab leaders to adopt a 
responsible attitude toward the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization and its de- 
mand for a Palestinian state. 


The Arabs perceived that the oil situ- 


ation put them in the driver's seat. Thus 
an article in Egypt's semiofficial news- 
paper, Al Ahram, said: "Any attempt to 
abort the Palestinian entity will have 
consequences in oil-rich Arab countries. 


America knows that its prestige as a big 
power is linked to its ability to guaran- 
tee the flow of Arab oil to the Western 
world." 


A second consideration is Kissinger's 


approach to international problems. For 
all his talk about "strategic concepts," 
Kissinger is essentially a tactician. His 
forte — and in this he has no peer — is 
pulling together and then adjusting 
negotiating positions for the achieve- 
ment of a pre-established diplomatic 
goal at minimum cost. His triumphs — 
the opening toward — China, the settle- 
ment in Vietnam, the arms control 
agreement with Russia, and the cease- 
fire in the October war — fit that pres- 
cription. 


Whether Kissinger has a strong 


strategic sense is not clear. But in the 
past he didn't need one. Richard Nixon, 
when he was president, thought long 
and hard about foreign policy, and wor- 
ried — perhaps too much — about basic 
strengths and weaknesses. He repeat- 
edly saved Kissinger from the occu- 
pational disease of the negotiator —the 
desire for a deal at any price. 


With Nixon gone, there is no higher- 


up point of strategic reference for 
checking Kissinger's moves. So for the 
sake of a summit meeting which Presi- 
dent Ford doesn't really need, Kissinger 
blithely accepted the Vladivostok site 
without duly assessing the damage done 
to this country's truly important con- 
nections with China and Japan. 


Getting out of these difficulties is not 


now going to be easy. But the general 
line for avoiding trouble is not in doubt. 
Ford's interest is to slow down the pace 
of Kissingerian diplomacy — perhaps 
even to the point of canceling his trip to 
the Far East. For before plunging into 
the delicate international problems now 
confronting the United States, he needs 
to develop a fully coordinated position 
on strategic matters in general, and oil 
policy in particular.

State GOP ruined; 
needs youthful zeal 


MADISON — An old friend in Wiscon- 


sin politics who had a talent for acerbity 
of speech was fond of characterizing his 
enemies as prismatic rogues. They were 
distasteful when regarded from any di- 
rection, he would explain. 


Contemplation of the disaster that 


came to the Republican party of Wiscon- 
sin this week invites the adjective. No 
matter how you look at it, there is no 
source of comfort for the party that two 
decases ago was virtually unchallenged. 
The GOP regarded itself as the perma- 
nent preference of the voters. 


The loss of the state Senate for th e 


first time since 1892 is perhaps not as 
meaningful — although discouraging 
enough — as some of the other signs of 
the party's powerful repudiation. In- 
deed, the Democrats won mastery of the 
Senate through miscalculation. They 
lost some of the districts they were con- 
fident they could win. They won several 
that were clearly upsets in their own 
studied definitions. 


More significant was the repudiation 


of veteran Rep. Vernon W. Thomson in 
what has been regarded as the Republi- 
can heartland of the state's rural west- 
ern section. 


Equally portentous was the defeat of 


Rep. Harold Froehlich in the 8th Dis- 
trict, which for generations has stood as 
the symbol of the Republican heartland 
of Wisconsin. 


For Froehlich, one of the apt young 


leaders of the party who trained in the 
legislature after the fashion of aspiring 
and promising politicians for gener- 
ations, it is obviously a disappointing 
setback. He is 42 and his future lay be- 
fore him. Thomson is nearly 30 years 
older, but has had a full life of 40 years 
in public office in a variety of capacities, 
including the governorship. 


That Wisconsin will have only two Re- 


publicans in Congress and that both of 
them are unusually young tells its own 
story. If the Republicans are to rebuild 
in this state, the task will be led by such 
men as Rep. William Steiger and Rep.- 
Elect Robert Kasten, and by those of 
their caliber in the legislature and in the 
lesser ranks of the battered party orga- 
nization. 


A month ago former Gov. Warren P. 


Knowles told an interviewer that the 
first taks of the Republican party as an 
organization was to rebuild from bottom 
to top. It was quite clear th at he was not 
deluded by the pretended campaign of a 


makeshift ticket. He is also expertly fa- 
miliar with the parlous state of the 
party as a corporation, both in terms of 
its incumbent management and its im- 
poverished financial status. 


For a period, perhaps, there will be a 


tendency toward fatalism by Republi- 
cans. Men of will and ability who will 
volunteer for what will be a cheerless 
and thankless and discouraging task 
may not be numerous. 


There is an obvious model for emula- 


tion in the establishment of the Demo- 
cratic party as an organization in the 
short decade between the close of World 
War II and the breakthrough of William 
Proxmire, then regarded mostly as a 
brash interloper, in his election to the 
U.S. Senate in 1957. 
; 


Party rebuilding work is not designed 


for politicians in the maturity of their 
years. The Proxmires, Nelsons, Luceys 
and others would not have undertaken 
the task had it been presented to them in 
1974. A quarter of a century ago it ap- 
pealed to them, with consequences that 
surely have not been unnoticed by many 
amitious young men of th e defeated, de- 
bilitated, and demoralized Republican 
party of today. 


A reservoir of such youthful will and 


talent has been visible in Republican 
conventions. Now with the party estab- 
lishment retreat and humiliated, there 
is an opportunity for such energy and 
ideas that probably would have been de- 
'ferred had the decisions of last Tuesday 
been less calamitous for the Republican 
faithful.

Harris says it's verbal garbage

"Business and industry expend tens 


of millions of dollars thinking they 
communicate, but they are really only 
processing expensive and pretentious 
verbal garbage." With such words, and 
many more like them, Sydney Harris, 
the syndicated columnist, treated the 
contemporary phenomenon of public re- 
lations. 


Business and industry simply deliver 


information. They don't really commu- 
nicate. They talk to people. 
- Government talks at people. 


Professors talk past people (wanting 


to please mostly other professors). 


Others talk down, or talk above. How 


come nobody talks with people? 


That is the question Harris asks. Un- 


less you talk with people, you are not 
communicating, he told a university- 
community audience at the University 
of Wisconsin—Fox Valley Center Friday 
night. 


He spoke as part of the U WFV campus 


Lecture and Fine Arts Series. 


Communication is "strictly per- 


sonal," Harris believes, a phrase which 
is the title of his nationally syndicated 
newspaper column, carried daily in over 
100 newspapers, including The Post- 
Crescent. It happens only between two 
people conscious of one another as per- 
sons. 


But today's world is more and more 


impersonal, he contends. "Society is 
breaking up into homogenious and dis- 
creet groups which exclude others." 


Harris has a formula to break through 


the institutional barriers: Be explicit 
about what you mean. Find an interest 
you can share with the other person. 
Talk person-to-person. Listen for feed- 
back. 


"Business must treat each of us as a 


real person, with a real regard for us as 
humans," and thev must stop telling us 
"that a strong deodorant can compen- 
sate for a weak personality'" he con- 


cludes. 


Harris sees very great hope for true 


communication in the recent 
past, 


which shows that "people are changing 
faster than institutions." They are de- 
manding that institutions listen. He re- 
fers to the lady who lays down in front of 
the bulldozer to save a stand of trees, 
who demands to be heard and consid- 
ered. 


In that respect, Harris would approve 


of something like the NFO's calf kills. 
"The real violence is caused by the 
people who break the chain of communi- 
cation," in this case Earl Butz and the 
federal government. 


Harris expounded on one of his pet col- 


umn subjects, the language itself. "It is 
a great mistake to assume that lan- 
guage ib merely a medium." 


He said many experts contend the 


atom bomb was dropped on Hiroshima 
because of a confusion of meaning 
placed on one Japanese word.

And when Khruschchev said, "We'll 


bury you," he put the cold war into the 
deep freeze, though the phrase was 
really just a sporting one. 


He called today's abundant euphe- 


misms "a booby trap," words like "de- 
hired" (for fired) and "multi-level mer- 
chandising" (for door-to-door selling) 
and all of the others that everyone hears 
more and more often. 


Definitions are not in the dictionary, 


he pointed out. but in people. Our lan- 
guage communicates on three levels: 
What the speaker is saying; what he 
thinks he is saying, and what the lis- 
tener thinks he is saying. 


"Any one word can evoke any number 


of images," he said. The 500 most com- 
monly used words have 14,000 different 
meanings. 


Harris, as always, urged the loving 


and precise use of words. "Confucius 
said, 'Any real reform of society must 
begin with the best use of words." 


What value is there in a name? 
Apparently enough to go to court over, 


at least as far as a pair of local banking 
operations is concerned.

Gen. Guillermo Rodriguez Lara, 


Ecuador's president, predicted that an 
ending of economic and political sanc- 
tions against the Caribbean island re- 
public would ease tensions and violence 
in the region. 


"An end of the blockade against Cuba 


means re-establishment of the full di- 
mension of communications among the 
peoples of the continent, a diminishing 
of tensions and a halt to violence," he 
oaid in a speech of welcome to the dele- 
gates here. 


"The future of the Americas is at 


stake," he added, warning that full co- 
operation among hemispheric countries 
is incompatible "with all forms of isola- 
tion or resistance in respecting the free 
decision of every state to have the form 
of government it considers most conve- 
nient." 


Diplomats favoring an end to the ban 


on trade or political contacts with Cuba, 
invoked by the OAS in 1964. claimed 
they had 13 firm votes, just one short of 
the two-thirds needed to lift the sanc- 
tions. 


Troops in white helmets and gray 


dress uniforms, with rifles and subma- 
chine guns, cordoned off the congress 
building amid the tensions of two bomb- 
ings Thursday and student demonstra- 
tions. The guards permitted only dele- 
gates, official observers and newsmen, 
all identified by plastic tags worn 
around their necks, to enter. Plain- 
clothes men used metal detectors to 
frisk everyone except delegates. 


Attending the ceremonial opening of 


the five-day OAS conference were repre- 
sentatives of 23 nations. But only 21 can 
vote since two countries present, Ja- 
maica and Barbados, have not signed 
the 1947 Treaty of Rio de Janeiro for col- 
lective defense in the hemisphere. 


Only Chile, Uruguay and Paraguay,

Officials said the food price picture 


for the first half of 1975 looked this way: 


—Retail beef prices are expected to be 


down a little from the first quarter of 
1974, but above fall levels due to contin- 
ued low output of grain-fed beef and sea- 
sonally reduced marketings of cows and 
nonfed steers and heifers compared to 
the levels expected late this year. 


—A major drop in pork output is 


likely to result in an even sharper in- 
crease in pork prices. Poultry and egg 
prices will be higher, reflecting lower 
output as production and marketing 
costs continue to exceed market prices. 


—Higher inventories of fish will tend 


to hold down price increases, but higher 
prices of meats and poultry will be an 
offsetting factor. 


The report said prices of milk and 


other dairy products also will be up dur- 
ing the first half of 1975 because of pro- 
duction cutbacks from a year earlier. 
Dairy farmers, like other livestock pro- 
ducers, are faced with high feed costs. 


The report said retail vegetable prices 


through mid-1975 will probably go up 
seasonally, although potato prices will 
"probably remain well below a year 
ago" in view of the large harvest this 
fall. 


"Higher raw sugar prices will be re- 


flected in higher prices for sugar prod- 
ucts and beverages," the report said. 
"More moderate price increases appear 
likely for cereal and bakery products, 
and fats and oils." 


The report said prices of processed 


fruits and v-getables "will probably 
continue to increase" because of higher 
marketing costs and tight supplies of 
some processed vegetables.

Deaths from cancer of the urinary and gas- 


trointestinal systems were especially significant, 
the report said. 


"It is no longer possible to take for granted the 


safety of drinking water which has been obtained 


from polluted sources." wrote Dr. Robert H. Harris, 
author of the report. 


Harris said, however, that many of the car- 


cinogens could be removed from the water by the 
use of carbon filters.

join the high school band, two years 
later won the state contest and at the age 
of 12 won the national contest of the Mu- 
sic Educators Association. 


Before he finished high school he was 


touring with Ted Rita's band, took time 
out to graduate and then was back on 
the road. After a year in the Army, he 
played with Tommy Dorsey, Charlie 
Barnett and Benny Goodman. 


In 1949 he went to New York City as an 


NBC staff musician, still in his 20s. He 
played on'the Kate Smith, Eddie Fisher, 
Steven Allen and Dinah Shore, "NBC 
Bandstand" and dozens of other pro- 
grams. 


Recently he appeared in the Persian 


Room of New York's famous Plaza Hotel 
with an act consisting of 10 singers and 
dancers known as Today's Children and 
11 musicians, known as the Now Gener- 
ation Brass, mostly from his "Tonight" 
Show" band. The act became a hit of the 
season and he has been in constant de- 
mand for "in-person" dates. 


In addition to appearing on all of the 


Johnny Carson concerts, he conducts 
brass clinics, is a guest soloist with 
various major symphony orchestras and 
has been a hit on college and university 
campuses.
